POLICE 
PREDICTIONS 


Although somewhat subdued, the conflict between 
the police and the Aruba government continues. 
Last week the policemen’s union issued a pamphlet 
entitled ‘‘motivation” warning the people about 
what happens when the government of a country 
penetrates the police force. Following is a free 
translation of the pamphlet. 
“What the members of the Aruba police union are 
struggling for is someting that concerns the people 
and the police, we the policeman and the people 
would be free to do as we plase. For instance now 
if a policeman does something against the existing 
laws for policeman, legally he would be punished 
according to those laws. 
In a community without a judicial position, the 
police could become a sort of horrible ‘“Tonton 
Macoute”’, believe it or not, supporting the go- 
vernment and against the people. A system of 
oppression and domination of the people’’. 
According to the pamphlet, the police would also 
become the victim of the system toward which the 
present government of Aruba is heading. 
The pamphlet continues. 
“It is easy for the members of our union to apply 
for employment in the Antilles of 5, and leave a 
community (Aruba) in a horribly dangerous po- 
sition. Therefore the reason of this motivation is 
to request the understanding and support of our 
community for our action.We are serving the 
people and we are aware of the fact that any ac- 
tion we undertake the people will suffer in one 
way or another, that is why we are asking for the 
understanding and support of the entire commu- 
nity. Please do not allow people with a diabolic 
mentality to cause a rupture between the police 
and the people on account of an incident that 
took place and is actually being used to prevent 
reaching a satisfactory agreement with the police”. 
The pamphlet mentioned that it is a known fact 
that during every election campaign an issue 
against the police is sought in order to win the 
election, therefore it is their concern as members 
of the police force to seek their rights and the 
rights of the people in order to prevent a disaster in 
the future. ' 
The pamphlet explains. 
“Here is an explanation of what is the meaning of 
Tonton Macoute: That is a cruel system which ena- 
bles a government to remain in power indefinitely, 
regardless of the results of elections. If on an island 
like Aruba neither the police nor the people don’t 
have a judicial position, it would be easy for the 
government to pein.rate its people, its puppets, 
into the police force and make them act against 
persons or groups of people who oppose the go- 
vernment”. ; 
The pamphlet explains that by the word “acting” 
it means that the police would abuse the people in 
a cruel and frightening manner without being 
punished. ‘Creating panic in the community, so 


that when there are elections the people would 


vote for the same party out of fear of reprisals. 
This system is used in Haiti, and everyone knows 
that after the father the son continues to rule the 
country”. Believe it or not, the work of'the police 
in a democratic country is prescribed and reguilat-

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Guerrillas in Colombia 
break cease-fire truce 


BOGOTA, Colombia (UPI) — 
Troops today continued to 
search for guerrillas who at- 
tacked a town bank and police 
station, leaving 19 people dead 
and breaking a ten-month-old 
truce the rebels had — signed 
with the government, officials 
said. 


The April 19 movement, 
known as M-19, carried out the 
attack in Genova, 125 miles 
(200 km.) southwest of Bogo- 
ta, sparking .a_ day-long battle 
wiih security forces in the cof- 
fee-producing town of 15,000 
people. 

Authorities on the weekend 
clamped a curfew on Genova 
while Army troops hunted for 
the group of 50 to 100 rebels 
who launched the early morn- 
ing raid. 


Sketchy official reports said 
ten police officers, two mem- 
bers of the Army, five guer- 
rillas and two civilians were 
killed in the fighting. 

The casualties reportedly in- 
cluded a _13-month-old girl 
who was shot and killed. 


A number of other civilians 
were wounded, apparently 
when they left their homes to 
try to watch the assault, offi- 
cials said. 

Friday’s attack pushed to 31 
the number of police officers 
who have died in guerrilla am- 
bushes or assaults ‘since June 
18. 


At least eight of the police 
who died Friday. were killed 
when rebels ambushed a patrol 
crossing a bridge into the 
town, officials said.

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Andrei Gromyko becomes 
President of Soviet Union 


MOSCOW, Russia (UPI) — 
Andrei Gromyko ‘became 
President of the Soviet Union 
today, giving up the Foreign 
Minister’s post he has held 
for 28 years to a man with no 
diplomatic experience. 
Instead of taking the Pres- 
idency himself, Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev said he 
was splitting the leadership 
duties sc that he could con- 
| centrate on overwhelming 
domestic problems. 


The second most surprising 
appointment today was that of 
new Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, 57, a._ tough 
corruption fighter from Joseph 
Stalin’s native Republic of 
Georgia who has no diplo- 
matic experience and who was 


only elevated Monday to full 


membership of the 13-man 
Politburo which runs the 
country. 


The 1,500-member nominal 
parliament, the Supreme So- 
viet, today approved the new 
appointments unanimously, as 
it does every proposal put to 
it. 

The real. decisions were 
made earlies by the Politburo 
and approved Monday hy the 
315-member Communist Party 
“Central Committee” which 
comprises all the important 
Party chiefs. 

“The solution of the tasks 
facing us now requires some 
changes both in the contents 
and forms for party and State 
activities and pe-sonnel activ- 
ity,’ Gorbachev said today 


just before the 1,500 members 


unanimously approved the two 
appointments. 

As President, Gromyko will 
have the ceremonial duty of 
meeting visiting heads of state, 
leaving Gorbachev to concen- 
trate on the economic prob- 
lems he has so far made his 
main concern. 

Gorbachev is the first Gen- 
eral Secretary of the 
munist Partv since 
Khrushchev not to assume also 
the title of President. 
position has been vacant since 
the death of President Kons- 
tantin Chernenko. 

However, like Stalin and 
Khrushchev, who were never
